THE APRICOT. 


It is remarkable, says Mr. Thomas, in 
his excellent work on fruit enlture, that a 
truit of such excellence as the Apricot, and 
ripening from one to two months before

known. In its natural character, it is] 
more nearly allied to the plum than the! 


peach, rpsembling the former in its broad | 
leaf, and in the smooth stone of its fruit ;| 
but downy, like the peach, and partaking

is budded on seedling apricots, and on} 
peach and plum stocks. The trees have} 
generally been plented in the warmest | 
situations, such asthe east or south side | 
of buildings, facing the hot sun, where 
they have blossomed early, and been lia- 
ble to be destroyed by spring frosts. If 
trained on a building, such an exposure 
should be especially avoided ; a northern 
or western aspect is far preferable. 
The most beautiful apricots we ever) 
saw, were left at our office by Mr. J. Q.| 
A. Wild, of Quincy, Mass. The tree on 
which they grew was trained on a trellis) 
on the west side of the house, and shel- 
tered from the northwest winds, and on 
cold frosty nights in the spring was cov- 
ered with a sheet. The soil and cultiva- 
tion in this case was not different from 
those necessary for the growth of the 
pear, peach and other trees. The soil 
should be deep and dry, without a wet sub- 
soil. | 
The fruit, to our taste, is not so juicy 
and rich as that of a good peach, but a 
well formed tree in the free air, or judi- 
ciously trained, is one of the most beauti- 
ful objects to be found in our garden. 
THE STRAWBERRY. 


Any deep, rich soil which will afford 
fine crops of corn and potatoes is well 
adapted to the cultivation of the straw- 
berry. To be uniformly productive it must 
be deeply trenched, either by the spade 
or by double ploughing, and well enriched 
with manure. Fine crops, it is true, may 
be obtained without trenching, but not in 
such excellence, profusion, or certainty, 
in all seasons. Jt rarely, but sometimes 
happens that the soil is made too rich. 
The usual error is the reverse. Deep 
cultivation is a most essential requisite. 

Unless the soil is already quite fertile, 
a dressing of manure should be applied 
each autumn, which will protect the roots. 
A light top dressing of leached ashes js 
highly beneficial to strawberry beds. 

Early in the spring is the best season 
for setting out strawberries. If the work 
is done well they will bear a heavy crop 
the next season. The best plants are the 
well rooted runners from last autumn. 
They should be well taken up, c0 as to 
secure all the fibres, lifting the roots out 
with a spade and shaking the earth care- 
fully from them ; if pulled severely by the 
hand, the roots will be torn off. The older 
and dead leaves should be cut from the 
plants, and the roots trimmed to about 
two and a half inches long.—American 
Fruit Culturist. 


PRUNING TREES IN SPRING. 


When pruning trees in the spring, re- 
member that for every bud or inch of 
wood you cut away, two more will be 
formed ; and if you do not so cut as to 
throw the elongation from the last bud on 
the shoot left in an outward direction, 
your tree will soon be a mass of shoots 
and branches, and cause you to oppose 
any practice of pruning. On the other 
hand, if you carefully study the probable 
continuation of each bud left at the end 
of the shoot pruned, you can form your 
tree into a round, open, compact, or 
spreading head, according to your fancy. 
We could write a whole book on this 
item, but our belief is that a few practical 
words of guidance are all that is requisite 
to induce thought in the good common | 
sense of our readers.— Horticulturist.

CUTTING GRASS EARLY. 


As the haying season will soon be at 
hand, there is, I think, one point which 
has not been noticed, in favor of cutting 
grass carly.

SOILING COWS VS. PASTURING. | 


An experiment was made by a mem- | 
ber of the Royal Acadamy of Agricu!ture, 
of Prussia, extending through seven years | 
to test the comparative merits of soiling 
(stable feeding) and pasturing. The pas- 
turing averaged 1,580 quarts per cow, 
for the whole seven years; andthe aver- | 
nage of the soiling plan for the same time | 
was 3,442 quarts per cow—the cows in| 
both cases being about the same in nat- 
ural production of milk. This, of course, 
does not prove that such a great difference 
could result from soiling generally. The 
quality of pastures, or the feed, care and 
treatment of the animals when subjected 
to stable feeding would produce different 
results; bet it is a well established fact 
that a good deal more milk can be obtained 
by soiling than by pasturing, and at con- 
siderable less expense, taking the value 
of manure saved, use of land for pastures, 
¢tc., into consideration.

THE! GARDEN IN JUNE, 


There are a few general principles ap- 
plicable under most circemstances, which 
should be gar- 
dener; such as, that hoeing or stirring the 
soil when it is wet is not the time to do 


borne in mind by every : 


t 
the greatest amount of good; that hand 
weeding may be advantageous at such} 
times, as any disturbance of the roots of 


plants then is sooner remedied than when 
the soil is dry. Watering plants in dry 
soil is of little avail, unless the soil be 
well soaked all around the plant and be- 
low the surface ; if done at all, it should 
be done at evening and the soil stirred on 
top early the next morning, or, what is 
better, a light covering of soil sprinkled 
over the watered portion. 


Asparacus.—Do hot cut too close, or | 
too late, as the roots may be injured | 
thereby. When it gets spindling or stringy 
cease cutting ; hoe and clear off all weeds 
and drees with superphosphate, and let it | 
grow. 

BReaws.—Those already planted will | 
need frequent horing when they are dry ; 
never hoe when they are wet, as it causes 
rust or other disease. Plant bush varieties 
for a succession for cooking or pickling ; 
they are good when canned for winter use. 
Sometimes pole beans planted the first of 
June will mature a crop, if foreed by liquid 
manure. 

CapnaGe Cavtirtower, Brocco. 
&c.—May be transplanted the latter part 


of the month for fall and late use. 
Cauliflower frequently fails for want of 
moisture 


Cvccmbens.—Plant the last week in 
June for pickles. Protect all vines as 
far as possible from the striped bug, by 
dusting with plaster and fine soil and by 
frequent hand picking. The eg¢s of the 
squash bug are deposited on the under 
side of the leaf; hunt ard destroy before 
hatching. 

Freir Trees.—Dwarf pear and other | 
fruit trees should be trained to good shape 
by pinching out superfluous shoots and 
checking the growth of too much wood. 

Grares.—Tie up the branches and 
pinch out unnecessary shoots. Have an 
eye for the insects, and if signs of the 
mildew appear, dust with flour | of sulphur |, 
freely. Rose bugs are a great pest when 
the vine is in blossom ; sprinkling plaster, | 
hand picking and frequent disturbance | 
are about the only remedies known. 

Wreps.—Give them no quarter, but | 
nip them inthe bud by keeping the eoil | 
stirred— New England Farmer. 


Woop Asnes ror Srrawsernies. 
There is no better ferzilizer for strawber- 
ries than ashes. We remember that one 
of the best crops we ever had was raised 
when the only manure used was wocd 
ashes. All soils will not alike be benefit- 
ed by such an application ; but it is always | 
safe to use ashes in connection with other 
manures. If ashes only are used, there | 
are fewer weeds, as no seed can be iv- | 
troduced by the manure. |
